THE "CORE' 1 ISSUES IN U.S.-SINGAPORE RELATIONS. THEY ARE BASICALLY 
DERIVED FROM THE EMBASSY'S PARM SUBMISSION, WHICH OF COURSE 
MORE ADEQUATELY SPELLS OUT THE BACKGROUND AND IMPLICATIONS OF 
THESE OBJECTIVES. HOWEVER, SOME UPDATING APPEARS NECESSARY IN 
THE LIGHT OF SPECIAL CONCERNS MANIFESTED BY SINGAPORE SINCE 
SUBMISSION OF THE PARM, WHICH IN GENERAL HAVE TO DO WITH SINGA- 
PORE'S CONCEPTION OF THE ROLE WHICH THE U.S. INTENDS TO PLAY 
IN SOUTHEAST ASIA. REVISIONS ARE ACCORDINGLY SUGGESTED IN 
TWO SECTIONS (GENERAL POLITICAL AND DEFENSE AND SECURITY) 

AND AN ADDITIONAL OBJECTIVE UNDER ECONOMIC, AS NOTED BELOW. 
OTHERWISE, THERE ARE NO RECOMMENDED CHANGES. I BELIEVE THE 
REVISIONS AND ADDITIONS ARE SELF-EXPLANATORY. 

2. GENERAL POLITICAL 

- REASSURE THE GOVERNMENT THAT THE U.S. WILL CONTINUE 
TO PLAY AN ACTIVE ROLE IN PRESERVING THE PEACE AND STABILITY 
OF SOUTHEAST ASIA, AND IN ENCOURAGING ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
PROGRESS IN THE REGION (STATE, FIELD) 

- WHILE RECOGNIZING THAT THE GOVERNMENT TENDS TO MAINTAIN 
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A LOW PROFILEOYA ISSUES NOT OF DIRECT IMPORTANCE TO IT AND TO
